The Preface to the Reader. 


Gred Reader, 
He news of an approaching Parliament in this 
Kingdom has invited me to the Publication of 
this Antient Record concerning the manner of holding 
Parliaments in /r-land, which, if Iam not much miſta- 
ken, 18 the very Original Record ſaid by my 
Lord Cook to have been in the cnſtody of 4g Hnftite 
Sir Chriſtopher Preſton ig the 6:h. of Hen, 4. Ff. 12. 
It came to my hands among ether Manu- 
ſcripts and Papers of my ever Honoured Uncle Sir 97l- 
It1m Domvile, late Attorney General in this Kingdo'!, 
which he was pleaſed to bequeath as aLegacy to me,ard 
he to!d me in his life time upon an occational diſceur.ie 
concerning it that it was beftow'd on him by Sir Femes 
Cutfc, late. Deputy Vice-Treaſurer of Jreland, that Sir 
Fames found it among the Papers of Sig Francis Aungier, 
Maſter of the Rolls in this Kingdo:2, xnd Sir Frenczs 
hisGrandſon, theRightHonourable the Earl of Long ford 
has lately told me that Sir Frercts had it ou the 
Treatury of Waterford. 

I am not ignorant of the diſputes between my Zord 
Cooke and Mr. Prynne conceraing the Antient manner 
of holding Parliaments in Englend, of which thig is ſaid 
to be a Tranſcript, the former affirming it to be a ge# 
nuine piece of Antiquity, -as Antient as the time of 
Edward the Confeſſor, the latter re- 
puting it as ſpurious and no older Prim. 4niwad. 
then the Reign of King Henry 6:h. page 6. 
nor that the moſt learned Mr. Se!- part. 2.c. 5; $.26. 
d-a in his Titles of Honour hath de- | 
cried it as @ Tate impofſture of a bold fancy not exceed- 
ing the Reign of King Z4werd the Third, but as I am 
not conceru'd to vindicate the antiquity of the Engliſh

they agree in the Subſtance, yet there are ſuch 
material differences in the manner of expreſſing it 
( as any one may perceive that will take the 
pains to compare them together ) I ſhall theretore ſpare 
the Readers pains in making any remarks upon them 
having no other aim in the publication of this then to 
fir up the endeayours of the learned Searchers into An- 
tiquity to find out the true Original and date of this 
Recoid. 

There are enly one or two things more that are ne- 
ceſlary to be added for the Readers ſatisfation. 1. That 
in the Seftion or Title de Fudist)s caſus dabij there 
ſeems to be ſome omiſſion of words which makes the 
ſenſe Imperfe&, and may calily be ſupplyed out of the 
Engliſh Modus, viz. after the words Er ip/i ſex intres 
adte Et hi tres in unum condeſcendere qui a ſeipſo.

'2 That in the laft Sedtion de conſt irutione Fuſt itiarit, 
after the word cenſeatur, there ſhould be added conftitu- 
a2tus Fuſticlarius per Conſilium, but the' theſe defetts 
are obſervable in the Record, yet I thought it not con» 
vement to inlert them in their proper places, becauſe 
I did believe it inconſiſtent with the integrity of a 
T:anſcriberto add or alterany thing in the Original.
